pable, oz manifeſtly negligent : her Bateftie letteth them certainly to vnderltande, that their punyſhs 
ment dalbe pourſued again them with ſuch leueritie, as the example therof thall hereafter remayne 
lo; others to beware howe inluch caſes to offende.
